Flying Boat Tests 
Bases Along 
6,000-Mile Linc 


London, Oct. 16. 
The Imperial Airwaya flying 
boat Satyrus left Alexandria 
to-day on a survey flight of 6,000 
miles, across India to Singapore, 
with the object of testing the 


marine air-bases and flying boat 
facilities which have been 
organised. 

The route taken {s through Basra, 
Bahrein,. Karachi, Allahabad, Cal- 
icutta, Rangoon, Bangkok, Penang, 
and the flying bont Is expected to 
arrive in Singapore at the end of 
October, 

Further survey flights of this route 
are soon expected, followed by the 
Introduction of regular flying boat 
serviecs between England and the 
Far East, and later between Enjyland 
and Australia, These flying boats 
will eventually carry not only passen- 
ters, but all first-class mail under 
the three-halfpenny air-mall scheme.

For 24 . hours - the only 
communication between ‘Canton 
and Hongkong has. been by 
radio, since Japanese . bombers 
yesterday’ severed: the railway 
thread that h2s” precariously 
linked the Colony with. the 
Chinese City during the war’ in 
the South. . 


Only one train, the early express, 
dot through“from Kowloon: yesterday, 
four other trains which- were dis 
patched having to stop at - Cheung 
Ping and eventually bring .back the 
passengers to their starting point 
News had reached the railway 
authorities that nearly 30 .bombers 
were laying thelr deadly missiles 
along the track in a concentrated 


;effort to destroy the two steel bridges 


at Sheklung, 


When it «was learned that the 
bombers had gone, leaving several 
hundred yards of line destroyed, the 
trains began the long Journey back 
to Kowloon having walted five. or 
slx hours in some cases, Shortly 
after 9 p.m. the first retitening train 
entered the station nnd from then 
until midnight, the Kowloon terminus 
was a scene of unpfralleléd nocturnul 
activity, Nearly 3,000 pnssengers 
had thelr fares returned, Most of 
them were more tired angi ‘annoyed 
than’ frightened by the attacks which 
had taken place within a few miles 
of where they waited in the train. 
The long and anxtous delay, with no 
definite information of what was 
happening, had frayed the nerves of 
many but .the cool :manner of the 
train guards and personnel was re=- 
assuring: and there was little more 
in the incident for them than a day 
lost and a Journey frustrated. —

ten telephones and a hundred cx- 
tensions like a skilled switchboard 
operator, but she should be word- 
perfect and mistake-proof on her 
olice ‘phone, 


Never lift the recelver and say 
“Hullo or “Are you there?" or even 
plain, “Yes.". On an outside call 
give the name or telephone number 
of the firm. Give the name of the 
department if it is an internal call. 


Before you take"uny message be 
sure that you have got the name of 
the caller, If you cannot hear him 
distinctly,’ say so politely at once. 
Many firms have lost valuable 
clients “through the inefficiency of 
someone who has listened to the end 
of wilong message and then admitted 
that they had not heard a word. 


If you cannot hear a fame ask to 
have It spelt, and then spell It bacle 
by “nnnlogy.”. You will find the 
list of words. to use in the front of 
the telephone directory. When 
writing out a telephone message put 
the time and date on the note. If 
you have to trinsfer the ‘call to 
someone else In the building, give 
the caller's name and in rough idea 
of theip requirements before putting 
them through.

lylng organic disorder, were psy- 
choncurotics. 


Emotional -Pain 


This suggested a possible connec- 
tlon of the mentnol condition with 
the formation of pain. 

In thirty-six of forty-cight fur- 
ther cases, emotional stress or 
strain Immedlately preceeded ‘the 
onset of the pain. 

In twenty-seven cases this con- 
sisted of soclal, domestic or love 
dimculties, - 

In some cases it was possible for 
the Iknowledge of the existence of 
organic heart disease with its symp- 
toms to precipitate the ‘onsct of the 
pain.

“It may be due to repressed, un- 
fulfilled desires. 

“By means of his ‘fight into 
disease’ the patient evades his sub- 
jective and environment difficulties.”

’ Fights To Remain 
In Australia 


Ambigultles of Chinese forms of 
address and references to the “fourth 
moon of the 20th year of Quong 
Sucy” set unusual problems for 
Justice “Magennis in the Ge eral 
Sessions in Meibournc recently, 
when Chin How, o Chinese formerly 
of Hongkong, continucd his legal 
fight for permission’ to‘ remain in 
Australin, ine 

Chin How appealed against a con- 
‘victlon on a charge of having being 
a prohibited-Immigrant. Tho Chincse 
successfully claimed that he had 
come {o Australia in about the 
fourth moon of the 26th year of 
Quong Sucy which, according to an 
Interpretor, would be nbout May or 
June, 1900. 

SCROLL FROM HONGKONG 

One of the principal exhibits in 
the case was a tong scroll-like Ictter 
which, the Crown claimed, had been 
sent to Chin How by hia daughter 
from a village rear Hongkong. 

Alfred Lew ‘Tyshing, official 
Chinese interpreter, was cross-ex- 
amined by Mr. J. M. Cullity, who 
appeared with Mr. Gorman, K.C., 
for Chin How, about the ‘meaning of 
elaborately formal forms of address 
in the letter, 

Tyshing said that the letter. began 
with. the salutation “Foo tin tai yen.” 
“Foo” meant “any elder mole in the 
fumily circle,” “Tin was ony close 
relative,” and “Tal Yen" was 
“honourable.” He agreed that this 
form of salutation could have a very 
witle application, 

The letter ended with the words 
“Shue Nusy"—Jittle pirl—whereas 
the usual way of ending the letter 
from a daughter was “Boot suey nuc" 
—your unfalthful daughter.” “It 
Was usunl In Chinese for a daughter 
writing to her father to decry herself 
In this fashton, 

It was possible that the letter had 
.been sent by n woman to a close re- 
lative not her father. Chin How had 
stated that the letter was from the 
daughter of his uncle's son. 

APPEAL ALLOWED 

Mr. Justice Mnagennis allowed the

FOREIGN POLICY 


Britain's foreign policy was 
never Jess aggressive than it is 
to-day and her memory of quar- 
rely is short, says the Prime 
Minister. Mr. Chamberlain ap- 
pears to take pride in this fact. 
“The mainspring of our foreign 
is to live in peace with 


them to resolve their difficulties 
peacefully.” This is entirely 
commendable. Great Britain's 
position, however,’ is somewhat 
‘unique, and to take credit for 
any attribute, inherited or other- 
miy seem to some 
ineredibly bad taste. That is nol 
‘reflection on the taste and judg- 
ment of Mr. Chamberlain. But 
to say that any other than a 
non-aggressive foreign policy 
would certainly be misunder- 
stood by other powers and could 
not be forgiven by nations which 
rank with Britain in influence 
and ‘strength is also true. The 
fact is that Britain has probably 
forgotten what it is to experience 
defeat, She has enjoyed several 
centuries of success in war, 
though she has suffered reverses 
in their prosecution and hag lost 
what might have been the great- 
est colony a power ever owned 
through bad judgment = and 
indifference. She has “always 
won the last battle,” she has 
claimed. Consequently, she has 
no reason, at the moment, for 
aggressiveness in foreign affairs. 
She is content, and so is Mr. 
Chamberlain,’ with that happy 
condition known as the statis 
qua, Perhaps “defensive” is the 
proper adjective to apply to the 
Government’s present foreign 
policy, though there have been 
critics in the recent past, and 
may be some to-day, who loudly 
declare that anything resembling 
a foreign policy is lacking entire- 
ly in’ Downing ‘Street. 

When Britain was fighting for 
n place among, the nations, 
when Spain and France and 
Holland were her bitter. enemies 
and rivals, her policy was any- 
thing but non-aygressive. And 
in those duys no-one could have 
claimed ‘that the British memory 
of wrongs suffered and quarrels 
joined, -generally with much 
force on both ‘sides, was short. 
the contrary, distrust and 
hatred of the French existed— 
still exists in some minds—lony 
after Napoleon had died in 
solitary exile and French rivalry 
ir. the colonial fleld had’ beer 
strangled. A victor, let it be 
aaid, can afford to have a short 
memory; and it is no very lauda- 
ble quality in the winner in any

During the “cotton year" ended 
July’ 31, American mills consumed 
7,945,000 bales of cotton, compared 
with 6,351,000 bales the year pre- 
viously. The volume of orders has 
fallen off and stocks of milled cot- 
ton goods are sald to be larger than 
average. ' 


FOREIGN DEMAND OFF 


Forelgn mills. this year may not 
take more than 5,000,000 bales of 
American cotton, cconomists  pre- 
dicted, Last’ n's-.co{ton export 
totalled 5,400,000 bales and was the 
smallest forejgn consumption of 
American cotton since the 1920-21 
season. i 

In the year ended July 31 world 
consumption of American cotton 
exceeded 1936 production by ap- 
proximately 800,000 ‘bales. ~Produc- 
tion totalled 12,399,000 and con- 
sumption 33,200,000 bales.

SCROLL FROM HONGKONG 
* One of the principal exhibits in 
the case was a long scroll-llke letter 
which, the Crown clalmed, had been 
rent to Chin How by his daughter 
from a village near Hongkong. 

Alfred Lew  Tyshing, official 
Chinese interpreter, was cross-cx- 
amined by Mr. J. M. Cullity, who 
appeared with Mr. Gorman, K.C,, 
for Chin How, about the meaning of 
selaborately formal forms of ,address 
in the letter. 

Tyshing sald that the fetter began 
with the salutation “Foo tin tal yen.” 
“Foo" meant “any elder male in the 
family circle," “Tin” was any close 
relative,” and “Tai Yen" 
“honourable. He agreed that this 
form of salutation could have a very 
wide application, 

The letter ended with the words 
“Shue Nucy"—"“Hittle girl" —whereas 
the usunt way of ending the letter 
from a daughter was “Boot suey nue" 
—"your unfaithful daughter,” It 
was usual in Chinese for a daughter 
writing to her father to decry herself 
In_this fashion. 

It was possible that the letter had 
been sent by a woman to n close re- 
lative not her father.’ Chin How had 
stated that the letter was from the 
daughter of his uncle's son.

FOREIGN POLICY 


Britain’s foreign policy was 
never less aggressive than it is 
to-day and her memory of quar- 
rels is short, says the Prime 
Minister. Mr. Chamberlain ap- 
pears to take pride in this fact. 
“The mainspring of our. foreign 
policy is to live in peace with 
our-neighbours and to influence 
them to resolve their difficulties 
peacefully.” This is entirely 
commendable. Great Britain's 
position, however, is somewhat 
unique, and to take eredit for 
any attribute, inherited or other- 
wise, may seem to some 
incredibly bad taste. That is no 
reflection on the taste and judg- 
ment of Mr. Chamberlain. But 
to say that any other than a 
non-aggressive foreign policy 
would certainly be misunder- 
stood by other powers and could 
not he forgiven by nations which 
rank with Brilain in influence 
and strength is also true. The 
fact is that Britain has probably 
forgotten what it is to experience 
defeat. She has enjoyed several 
centuries of success in war, 
though she has suffered reverses 
in their prosecution and has lost 
what might have heen the great- 
est colony a power ever owned 
through bad = judgment: and 
indifference. She has “always 
won the last battle,” she has 
claimed. Consequently, she has 
no reason, at the moment, for 
aggressiveness in foreign affairs. 
She is content, and so’is Mr. 
Chamberlain, with that happy 
condition known as the status 
quo, Perhaps “defensive” is the 
proper adjective to apply to the 
Government’s present foreign 
policy, though there have been 
critics’ in the recent past, and 
may be some to-day, who loudly 
declare that anything resembling 
a foreign policy is lacking entire- 
ly in Downing Street. 


When Britain was fighting for 
a place among the nations, 
when - Spain and France and 
Holland were her bitter enemics 
and rivals, her policy was any- 
thing but non-aggressive. And 
in those days no-one could have 
claimed that the British memory 
of wrongs suffered and quarrels 
joined, generally with. much 
force on both sides, was short. 
On the contrary, distrust and 
hatred of the French existed— 
still exists in some minds—long 
after Napoleon had died in 
solitary exile and French rivalry 
in the colonial ficld had been 
strangled. A ~ victor, let it be 
said, can afford to have 1 short
